Erratic Movements Keeping 
Coast Mark in Doubt for Time 


Hatteras, N. C., 
Aug. IO UP)—The swirling, 135-mile winds of Hurricane Connie moved slow­ 
ly off the Carolina coast today, menacing a section of the mainland shattered only last October 
by Hurricane Hazel. 
Its northward course already had brought out storm warnings and frantic preparations all 
along the eastern seaboard from Savannah, Ga., to Provincetown, Mass. Her erratic movements 
kept her coastal target in doubt. 
The Miami W rather Bureau hurricane staff placed Connie at about 260 miles east southeast 
of Charleston, S. C., at 5 a. rn. (EST), in approximately the same position occupied by Hazel 
* last October when she sudden­ 
ly gained speed and struck in­ 
land. 
Connie’s speed toward the 
northwest’ was set at about 7 
M.P.H. No increase in this rate 
of forward movement was fore­ 
seen for some 12 hours. But the 
Weather Bureau added, “this 
movement could bring the hur­ 
ricane winds dangerously dose 
to the coast of the Carolinas in 
several hours and all precau­ 
tions should be continued." 
Already, however, the impact 
of this, the first of the season’s 
big blows, could be felt as Con­ 
nie slowly inched her way for­ 
ward.

Some alarm has b een shown in recent 
weeks over the great expansion in consumer 
credit, which is feeding the country’s record 
b usiness b oom. So now the government has 
&cted to put the b rakes on in one important 
field—home-b uying. 
The steps were not severe. Veterans who 
up to now have b een ab le to b uy homes 
without a down payment will hereafter b e 
required to put at least two per cent down. 
Purchases under FHA will call for a seven 
per cent down payment instead of the pres­ 
ent five per cent 
Roth the Veterans Administration and 
FHA reduced the maximum term for re­ 
paying a mortgage loan from the present 
30 to 25 years. 
Indications from b uilders are that this 
tightening will affect the housing market. 
Authorities had concluded that under the 
old terms b uying a house had b ecome too 
easy and painless. 
But the credit expansion, of course, goes 
far b eyond the housing field. Installment 
sales covering a wide variety of products, 
from automob iles to household appliances 
to TV sets, have b een pushing to new highs. 
Commercial b ank loans to consumers rose 
ab out one b illion dollars in the first half of 
19 55. 
The total of consumer credit in all forms 
climb ed to a record 3 iy2 b illion dollars in 
May of this year. 
Some economic specialists have argued 
that there need b e no great apprehension as 
this total rises, since the history of the 
country shows that the average American 
—the fellow who is piling up this monumen­ 
tal deb t—is a superior credit risk. The per- 
centage of defaulters is normally very, very 
small. 
Nevertheless, that same history suggests 
that if we would avoid serious ups and downs 
we must b e particularly alert at the critical 
moment when a b oom is soaring freely on 
credit wings. This is the time to show full 
resolve to control the upward spiral. For 
if credit is too easy, some people will over­ 
reach themselves. And that dangerous 
process can only go on so long. Then will 
come a heavy retrenchment that will affect 
us all. 
There are many, many elements of sta­ 
b ility in the economy which did not exist in 
the b oom of the late 19 20’s. But there is 
no economy which is proof against unb ri­ 
dled, thoughtless expansion of credit. 
In its housing action the government has 
taken b eginning steps toward reasonab le 
control of this b oom. Raising the discount 
rates in some areas was another. Still more 
moves may b e called for in the future. If 
the situation dictates, they should b e made 
fearlessly, in the interest of the whole na­ 
tion. 


‘Th ese D a ys’ 
By GEORGE SOKOLSKY 
HERBERT HOOVER, 8 1 
On t b listering, hot Sunday afternoon, I 
watched Pierre Monteux conduct the Boston Sym­ 
phony Orchestra at Tanglewood in an all Brahms 
program. I say, watched, * b ecause I would not 
take my eyes off this man of 80, fresh, fluent, ex­ 
citing, more youthful in spirit than many of the 
youngsters who suffer from Weltschmerz in these 
days of uncertainty. That afternoon, I dropped in 
to see Fritz Kreialer, 80, and his wife, Harriet, 
85. We talked of Herb ert Hoover, who today is 
81 years old. 
Age seems to b e unrelated to years among 
men and women who live full lives. Perhaps they 
are too b usy to grow old. Herb ert Hoover has 
spent the b usiest year of his life during 19 54-55, 
heading up the Commission on Organization of 
the Executive Branch of the Government. He 
worked ab out 16 hours every day, seven days a 
week, read every word of each Task Force report, 
did most of the writing of the reports which were 
sent to Congress, attended meetings at all hours 
and never said quit. 
Shortly b efore the Commission went out of 
existence, I lunched with Herb ert Hoover in New 
York. With clarity and succinctness, he gave me 
a run-down of the work of his Commission and 
what he sought to accomplish and the nature of 
the conflict of ideas involved in some of his pro­ 
posals. In these days of foggy thinking and diplo­ 
macy b y press agents and legislative confusion, it 
is exciting to discover a pub lic figure who b ases 
his apt ions upon a philosophy of fife rather than 
upon some temporary political advantage. 
Of course, for Herb ert Hoover there is no 
longer any temporary political advantage; there­ 
fore he can afford to view pub lic prob lems .with 
complete ob jectivity. For at least a decade, I 
have heard him say that “this will b e the last job 
I undertake. I shall prob ab ly b e dead b efore it is 
completed.” The man who is not afraid of death 
is not afraid of the consequences of life. And 
therein perhaps lies also the advantage of Chan­ 
cellor Konrad Adenauer, 79 , who is proving him­ 
self the wisest statesman in Europe. It can mean 
so little to him if he is unpopular. What has he 
to lose personally, b ut what has he to gain for his 
country? 
These older men can well afford to sub merge 
themselves for their country, b ecause they have 
discovered b y long life the great experience that 
self does not matter too much. What is it that one 
can give to self, or take for self at such a great 
age? What men call popularity is empty laudation 
that has lost all value. I presume that Toscanini, 
88, listening to the roar of the crowd at the end 
of a concert must wonder why they are so excit­ 
ed that he has done well. What did they expect of 
him? Is the applause really significant or is it 
that at his age the b rain is so fresh that he can 
conduct Beethoven's Ninth without a score b efore 
him, for chorus and soloists? That used to b e a 
feat for younger men; yet I have listened to Her­ 
b ert Hoover recite the details of America’s water­ 
power with a fullness that is hard to find in doz 
ens of reports. 
And so. on Herb ert Hoover’s b irthday, I like 
to greet America’s most revered citizen. It was 
not always so and that does not matter, either. 
The years pass and history makes its own record. 
For Hoover, it is perhaps a glorious day when he 
can b egin to sense what history's verdict will b e 
on his career*of more than 40 years of pub lic 
service, with so little reward of any kind. 
But an orthodox, old-fashioned Quaker does 
not expect a reward and would hardly know what 
to do with it. As the word, reward, runs through 
this paragraph, I cannot b ut think of that night 
in 19 14 when Herb ert Hoover and his wife, Lou 
Henry, prayed until morning for guidance and 
decided that it was God’s will that they give up 
the pursuit of wealth to devote the rest of their 
lives to pub lic service. Herb ert Hoover since that 
day never kept for himself or his family any com­ 
pensation that came his way. It was God’s will 
that it b e so.

That Body of Yours

AGING PARENTS 
“If illness or accident suddenly » truck, would 
you put your parent or grandparent in a nursing 
home?” This b egins an Extremely timely article in 
Red Book Magazine. 
No one willingly answers 
“Yes” to this question, doub tless b ecause of the 
appalling condition of many nursing homes. Neg­ 
lect, criminal exploitation, even ab use of elderly 
patients is common enough to discourage many 
young people from attempting to place their 
loved ones in these homes. Yet, unfortunately, 
many young people with no place else to turn, 
must depend on nursing homes, the b ad as well 
as the good, to shelter their parents. Old age 
may b e cruel and unrelenting, leaving a loved one 
physically disab led and mentally confused. It can 
prevent him from handling his most elementary 
needs; sometimes makes him a menace to himself. 
When this happens, the younger person respon­ 
sib le for his care must decide whether to go on 
a 24-hour alert—always ready for nursing or 
care—or hoard the parent in some kind of home. 
Kenneth Rob b , author of the article “How 
Your Parents Can Get Decent Care” gives ten 
tips on how to judge a nursing home which should 
b e a great help should this difficult task happen. 
1. How docs the neighb orhood look? Is there 
a place to sit outdoors? To go walking? 
2. How long has the home b een operated. 
Why is the operator in this b usiness? Does he 
b elong*to any professional organization? Who is 
in charge when he (or she) is away? 
3. How many are on the staff and what train 
ing have they had? 
4. Does each b edroom contain a b edside tab le, 
lamp, easy chair, drawer space, closet, b uzzer 
b eside the b ed? Are residents permitted per 
sonal possessions? 
5. Do more than six persons have to share 
their toilet? Are there nonslip materials on b ath­ 
room floors and stairways, handrails b eside tub s 
and showers? 
6. When was the last fire inspection? Is there 
an automatic fire alarm, sprinkler system, extin­ 
guishers? 
7. Are the patients neatly dressed? What kind 
of expression do you see on their faces? Do they 
participate in any activities? How do they spend 
an average day? Ar# the ones who are ab le to 
b e up and ab out separated from the b edridden? 
8. How do the menus compare with what your 
parent has b een eating? Is the dining room at­ 
tractive? Is tray service availab le for b ed pa­ 
tients? 
9 . Can patients have personal physicians? If 
not, who is the staff doctor or doctor on emer­ 
gency call? 
10. What are the rules ab out visiting, deliv­ 
ery and despatch of mail? What is the b asic cost 
and what services are NOT included in this cost? 
It is suggested that the individual seeking 
a nursing home memorize this list so as to re­ 
memb er what to ask on the first visit. It is also 
suggested that b efore a choice is finaljy made, a 
second visit b e paid to confirm first Impressions.

The charac 
tcrization is b ased entirely on 
the spirit of the session. 
In the customary interchange 
of compliments on what a great 
Congress this really was,« it must 
not b e forgotten that the honor- 
ab le congressmen just got tired 
of hanging around Washington. 
There is plenty 
more work 
they could have done if they had 
decided to stick it out. They 
could have lab ored till Lab or 
Day and still not cleaned up the 
docket. 
They decided instead, to heck 
with it. Let things,go till next 
year. Or at least till fall, if the 
President wants ’em 
b ack 
in 
special session. 
THE IDEA OF LETTING 
THINGS ride is perfectly under­ 
standab le. Prosperity for nearly 
everyone 
was 
never 
greater. 
Business is b ooming. Stock mar­ 
ket is wonderful. Predictions for 
the rest of the year and mayb e 
next year—never higher. 
With the international tension 
supposedly eased and no domes­ 
tic crisis at hand, there was no 
urge to try making things b et­ 
ter. Let well enough alone. There 
hasn’t b een a Congress in years 
with less desire to reform the 
government. 
There was some feeling that 
there had b een too much of that 
anyway, in the New Deal days. 
Mayb e the people were tired of 
too much government. A legisla­ 
tive rest seemed to b e in order. 
So the list of things that Con­ 


gress in its infinite wisdom de­ 
cided to do nothing Ab out this 
year is no longer than ever. 
Ex-President Herb ert Hoover's 
Commission on Government Or­ 
ganization turned out a two-foot 
shelf of reports on things that 
needed fixing and how b illions 
could b e saved. Nearly 200 b ills 
were introduced in Congress to 
carry out Hoover commission 
recommendations. Not one of 
them was acted on. 
MEYERiKESTNBAUM'S Com­ 
mission on Intergovernmental 
Relations b rdught out another 
b lock-b usting report to change 
the Federal-State government 
setup. It sank without a trace. 
It looked for a time as though 
some progress would b e made in 
getting the government out of 
competition with private indus­ 
try, b ut Congress effectively 
b locked tha t 
On an exactly opposite tack, 
however, Congress refused to 
put the government into any 
new b usiness like the Upper 
Colorado or Hell’s Canyon proj­ 
ects. It authorized instead some 
107 dinky little five and 10 mil­ 
lion dollar river and harb or 
projects to satisfy local pres­ 
sure groups. 
Nothing was done to give the 
country more and b etter high­ 
ways—which are really needed. 
There was a terrib le struggle 
over whether to kill or continue 
pub lic housing. Tne last min­ 
ute compromise 
to authorize 
45,000 new units for one year 
satisfies nob ody. 
A BIG PROGRAM to revise 
the antitrust laws—long advo­ 
cated 
b y Repub licans — was 
b arely touched on in two spots. 
Amendment of the Natural 
Gas Act proved to b e too con­ 
troversial for either side to do 
anything ab out. 
The Trade Agreements Act 
was renewed after a struggle, 
mt approval of the Organiza­ 
tion for Trade Cooperation to 


make it work was completely 
b ypassed. 
The farm price support pro­ 
gram was not changed and the 
cotton and sugar b locs couldn't 
even muster enough strength 
for more government aid and 
sub sidy. 
Action on the long-standing 
aid to education, health insur­ 
ance and Taft-Hgrtley lab or law 
revision was put off. 
The draft act was extended 
b ut the President’s plan to 
b uild up military reserves was 
greatly watered down. 
One positive thing Congress 
did do was raise its own pay 
and that of almost every other 
government employe. That was 
one they decided not to delay 
till next year.

10—Presi- win hands down 
dent Eisenhower is adopting a 
sensib le 
attitude 
toward 
the 
question of whether or not he 
should accept renomination next 
year—and he is putting veteran 
politicians to shame b y his ap­ 
proach. 
For, as the President sees it 
-and he has hinted at it again 
and again in remarks to various 
groups 
there is no indispensa­ 
b le man in America. He is right 
If a major political party de­ 
pends for success solely on the 
candidacy of one man, it may 
wind up with the discovery that 
the party’s record is so weak 
that even a “popular candidate 
can’t win on it. 
IT IS A STRANGE myth which 
has wide currency that elections 
for the Presidency are won on 
the b asis of the popularity of a 
man. If this were so, William 
Jennings Bryan should have won 
at least once out of the three 
times he ran. A half century ago 
he r iJed the 
b iggest 
crowds 
ever known, and there wasn’t 
any radio or television in those 
days. He was b eaten not b ecause 
of his lack of personality or 
popular appeal b ut b ecause his 
radical views were unacceptab le 
to the majority of the voters. 
Few more popular figures have 
run for President {han James 
Cox, three times governor of 
Ohio, E>emocrat, and a great 
campaigner 
who 
drew 
large 
crowds from coast to coast. He 
was defeated in a landslide b y 
Sen. Harding, who spoke a few 
limes from the front porch of 
iis Ohio home in the summer 
and autumn of 19 20 and never 
made a speech anywhere else in 
lihe whole campaign. It wasn’t 
any lack of personality in Cox 
or Harding's “popularity” that 
swung the election, as the Ohio 
senator 
was 
scarcely 
known 
throughout the country. It was 
the unpopularity of the record 
of the Democratic administra­ 
tion of President Wilson which 
turned the voters toward the 
Repub lican party in such great 
numb ers. 
MR. EISENHOWER won in 
! .9 52 not b ecause of his own pop­ 
ularity b ut b ecause of the un­ 
popularity of the Truman ad­ 
ministration on the issues known 
as "communism Korea and cor­ 
ruption.” This correspondent jn 
pre-convention days wrote that 
Eisenhower should b e chosen as 
against Taft for the nomination 
on the theory that Taft couldn’t 
win. But an examination of the 
election returns in Novemb er 
b rought convincing evidence to 
the contrary—that Taft could 
have won in 19 52, b ecause it was 
primarily 
a 
negative 
verdict 
against the TYuman administra­ 
tion which the voters retarded. 
The peace and integrity issues 
were strong enough to overcome 
even the “prosperity” issue, as 
times were good in 19 52. 
Do 50,000,000 voters really 
come to know any Presidential 
candidate well enough to “like” 
him in a personal sense? They 
really like or dislike his views 
or the record he has made, and 
mostly they are swayed b y three 
major issues—peace or the lack 
of it, prosperity or recession, 
integrity in pub lic office or cor­ 
ruption. 
President 
Eisenhower 
could 


**» » » 
and so could 
any other ^Repub lican nominee 
if the election were held to­ 
morrow. That’s b ecause, in the 
political sense, there’s peace and 
there’s prosperity and integ­ 
rity in pub lic office. 
A YEAR HENCE, if there's an 
economic recession and unem­ 
ployment—as there was dur­ 
ing the Congressional campaign 
or 19 54, when the Democrats 
won the House and tied the 
Senate—even President EiSen- 
hower would have a hard time 
winning. Likewise, if the peace 
situation is messed up and the 
"b reaks” go against. the Presi­ 
dent, he could b e in political 
troub le in 19 56. 
Mr. Eisenhower is right in b e­ 
ing 
dub ious 
ab out 
running 
again. He might ask himself 
whv if he has made a good 
record, a successor Repub lican 
could not b enefit b y it? He 
might ask why, if there’s peace 
and prosperity and integrity in 
office, any Repub lican shouldn't 
win. The Repub lican party or­ 
ganization leaders think their 
task will b e easier if Ike runs, 
b ut actually they are reveal­ 
ing an inferiority complex and 
a b it of defeatism in empha­ 
sizing so much their concern 
over 
whether 
Eisenhower 
is 
or isn’t the candidate. 
IT HAS BEEN said that Ike 
ought to have a good man in the 
Vice-Presidency to succeed him 
if anything 
happens to him 
during a second terin. Rich­ 
ard Nixon is prob ab ly b etter 
equipped to b e President and 
b etter informed ab out the job 
than any Vice-President who 
has succeeded a President in 
office in 100 years. He has, of 
course, earned the undying en­ 
mity of the Communists, as 
well as various Left Wingers, 
New Dealers and Fair Dealers, 
b ut they will b e found in the 
minority no matter who the Re­ 
pub lican 
candidates 
are—pro­ 
vided there's peace and prosper­ 
ity and integrity in office for 
the present Administration to 
crow ab out in 19 56. 
The Repub lican party In its

either will have 
estab lished 
itself 
as 
strong 
enough to win b oth houses of

That’s what happened in 
England this year, when the ’’in­ 
dispensab le” Churchill didn’t run 
and Eden, relatively untrained 
in domestic affiairs, was victori­ 
ous on a peace and prosperity 
platform, as millions of Socialist 
Lab or party voters stayed at 
home on Election Day.

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* THROTTLING DOWN A NOTCH 
Some alarm has been shown in recen 
w eeks over the great expansion in consumer 
credit, which is feeding the country’s recorc 
business boom. So now' the government has 
acted to put the brakes on in one important 
field—home-buying. 
The steps w ere not severe. Veterans w ho 
up to now’ have been able to buy homes 
without a down payment will hereafter be 
required to put at least two per cent down 
Purchases under FHA will call for a seven 
per cent down payment instead of the pres 
ent five per cent. 
Both the Veterans Administration and 
FHA reduced the maximum term for re­ 
paying a mortgage loan from the present 
30 to 25 years. 
Indications from builders are that this 
tightening will affect the housing market. 
Authorities had concluded that under the 
old terms buying a house had become too 
easy and painless. 
But the credit expansion, of course, goes 
far beyond the housing field. Installment 
sales covering a wide variety of products, 
from automobiles to household appliances 
to TV sets, have been pushing to new highs. 
Commercial bank loans to consumers rose 
about one billion dollars in the first half of 
1955. 
The total of consumer credit in all forms 
climbed to a record 31% billion dollars in 
May of this year. 
Some economic specialists have argued 
that there need be no great apprehension as 
this total rises, since the history of the 
country shows that the average American 
—the fellow who is piling up this monumen­ 
tal debt—is a superior credit risk. The per- 
, centage of defaulters Is normally very, very 
small. 
Nevertheless, that same history suggests 
that if we would avoid serious ups and downs 
we must be particularly alert at the critical 
moment when a boom is soaring freely on 
credit wings. This is the time to show full 
resolve to control the upward spiral. 
For 
if credit is too easy, some people will over­ 
reach themselves. And that dangerous 
process can only go on so long. Then will 
come a heavy retrenchment that will affect 
us all. 
There are many, many elements of sta­ 
bility in the economy which did not exist in 
the boom of the late 1920’s. 
But there is 
no economy which is proof against unbri­ 
dled, thoughtless expansion of credit. 
In its housing action the government has 
taken beginning steps toward reasonable 
control of this boom. Raising the discount 
rates in some areas was another. Still more 
moves may be called for in the future. 
If 
the situation dictates, they should be made 
fearlessly, in the interest of the whole na­ 
tion.

I say, watched, * because I would not 
take my eyes off this man of 80, fresh, fluent, ex­ 
citing, more youthful in spirit than many of the 
youngsters who suffer from W eltschmerz in these 
days of uncertainty. That afternoon, I dropped in 
to see F ritz Kreisler, 80, and his wife, H arriet, 
85. We talked of H erbert Hoover, who today is 
81 years old. 
Age seems to be unrelated to years among 
men and women who live full lives. Perhaps they 
are too busy to grow old. H erbert Hoover has 
spent the busiest year of his life during 1954-55, 
heading up the Commission on Organization of 
the Executive Branch of the Government. He 
worked about 16 hours every day, seven days a 
week, read every word of each Task Force report, 
did most of the writing of the reports which were 
sent to Congress, attended meetings at all hours 
and never said quit. 
Shortly before the Commission went out of 
existence, I lunched with H erbert Hoover in New 
York. W ith clarity and succinctness, he gave me 
a run-down of the work of his Commission and 
what he sought to accomplish and the nature of 
the conflict of ideas involved in some of his pro­ 
posals. In these days of foggy thinking and diplo­ 
macy by press agents and legislative confusion, it 
is exciting to discover a public figure who bases 
his actions upon a philosophy of life rath er than 
upon some tem porary political advantage. 
Of course, for H erbert Hoover there is no 
longer any tem porary political advantage; there­ 
fore he can afford to view public problems .with 
complete objectivity. For at least a decade, I 
have heard him say that “this will be the last job 
I undertake. I shall probably be dead before it is 
completed." The man who is not afraid of death 
is not afraid of the consequences of life. And 
therein perhaps lies also the advantage of Chan­ 
cellor Konrad Adenauer, 79, who is proving him­ 
self the wisest statesm an in Europe. It can mean 
so little to him if he is unpopular. W hat has he 
to lose personally, but what has he to gain for his 
country? 
These older men can well afford to submerge 
themselves for their country, because they have 
discovered by long life the great experience that 
self does not m atter too much. W hat is it th at one 
can give to self, or take for self at such a great 
age? W hat men call popularity is em pty laudation 
that has lost all value. I presume that Toscanini, 
88, listening to the roar of the crowd at the end 
of a concert must wonder why they are so excit­ 
ed th at he has done well. W hat did they expect of 
him? Is the applause really significant or is it

“If illness or accident suddenly struck, would 
you put your parent or grandparent in a nursing 
hom e?” This begins an Extremely timely article in 
Red Book Magazine. 
No one willingly answer* 
’ Yes" to this question, doubtless because of the 
appalling condition of many nursing homes. Neg­ 
lect, crim inal exploitation, even abuse of elderly 
patients is common enough to discourage many 
young people from attem pting to place their 
loved ones in these homes. Yet, unfortunately, 
many young people with no place else to turn, 
must depend on nursing homes, the had as well 
as the good, to shelter their parents. Old age 
may be cruel and unrelenting, leaving a loved one 
physically disabled and m entally confused. It can 
prevent him from handling his most elem entary 
needs; sometimes makes him a menace to himself. 
When this happens, the younger person respon­ 
sible for his care m ust decide w hether to go on 
a 24-hour alert—always ready for nursing or 
care—or board the parent in some kind of home. 
Kenneth Robb, author of the article “How 
Your Parents Can Get Decent Care" gives ten 
tips on how to judge a nursing home which should 
be a great help should this difficult task happen. 
1. How docs the neighborhood look? Is there 
a place to sit outdoors? To go walking? 
2. How long has the homo been operated. 
Why is the operator in this business? Does he 
belong*to any professional organization? Who is 
in charge when he (or she) is away? 
3. How’ many are on the staff and w hat train­ 
ing have they had? 
4. Does each bedroom contain a bedside table, 
lamp, easy chair, draw er space, closet, buzzer 
beside the bed? Are residents perm itted per­ 
sonal possessions? 
5. Do more than six persons have to share 
their toilet? Are there nonslip m aterials on bath­ 
room floors and stairways, handrails beside tubs 
and showers? 
6. When was the last fire inspection? Is there 
an autom atic fire alarm, sprinkler system, extin­ 
guishers? 
7. Are the patients neatly dressed? W hat kind 
of expression do you see on their faces? Do they 
participate in any activities? How do they spend 
an average day? Ar# the ones who are able to 
be up and about separated from the bedridden? 
8. How do the menus compare with w hat your 
parent has been eating? Is the dining room a t­ 
tractive? Is tray service available for bed pa­ 
tients? 
9. Can patients have personal physicians? If 
not, who is the staff doctor or doctor on em er­ 
gency call? 
10. W hat are the rules about visiting, deliv­ 
ery and despatch of mail? W hat is the basic cost 
and w hat services are NOT included in this cost? 
It is suggested th at the individual seeking 
a nursing home memorize this list so as to re­ 
member w’hat to ask on the first visit. It is also 
suggested th at before a choice is finally made, a 
second visit be paid to confirm first impressions.

Generally , when peo ple refer 
to so cial secu rity , they are talk­ 
ing abo u t the o ld-age and su r­ 
v iv o rs insu rance pro gram u nder 
the So cial Secu rity Act, he said. 
In co mmemo rating the 20th an­ 
niv ersary o f the signing o f this 
law, Mr. Jo hnso n indicated ho w 
it is no w affecting the liv es o f al­ 
mo st all o f us. He said that al­ 
mo st eight millio n perso ns are 
no w receiv ing o v er 400 millio n 
do llars ev ery mo nth in benefits 
u nder the pro gram. Ov er 7 0 mil­ 
lio n peo ple are no w u nder the 
law so that in the ev ent o f re­ 
tirem ent o r death, they o r their 
families will be eligible fo r bene­ 
fits.

Social Security 
Act 20 Years Old 
Sunday, August 14 


It was 20 years ago. on Au­ 
gust 14, 1935, that the Social Se­ 
curity Act became law, George 
J. Johnson, district manager of 
the local social security office, 
reminded people in this area to­ 
day. 
Generally, when people refer 
to social security, they are talk­ 
ing about the old-age and sur­ 
vivors insurance program under 
the Social Security Act, he said. 
In commemorating the 20th an­ 
niversary of the signing of this 
law, Mr. Johnson indicated how 
it is now affecting the lives of al­ 
most all of us. He said that al­ 
most eight million persons are 
now receiving over 400 million 
dollars every month in benefits 
under the program. Over 70 mil­ 
lion people are now under the 
law so that in the event of re­ 
tirement or death, they or their 
families will be eligible for bene­ 
fits. 
THE AVERAGE retired work­ 
er is now receiving $60 a month. 
However, the average for those 
who have retired in the past few 
years is $80 a month and their 
I wives* benefits average $41 a 
month. Moreover, Mr. Johnson 
said that an important part of 
the old-age and survivors insur­ 
ance program is the protection 
given to widows and children in 
the event of the workers’ death. 
Today, the average benefit for a 
young widow with two minor 
children is $185 a month. Total 
family benefits can be as much 
as $200 a month. In addition, 
lump-sum death payments range 
from $80 to $255. 
Looking ahead 20 years to 
1975, Mr. Johnson predicted that 
by then 93 million Americans 
will be insured under the pro­ 
gram. It is expected that of the 
20 million persons over 65 at 
that time, four out of five will 
be eligible for benefits.

THE GOAL of the United 
States consistently has been the 
widest possible peaceful use of 
atomic energy, Baruch said, add­ 
ing: 
"That was the objective of the 
proposals for international con­ 
trol of atomic energy which were 
formulated during the adminis­ 
tration of President H arry T ru­ 
man and which I was privileged 
to present to the United N a­ 
tions.” 
“Behind these proposals was 
the realization that atomic en­ 
ergy was truly like a giant— 
powerful enough to lift mankind 
to new heights of m aterial wal- 
fare, but also powerful enough 
to pound the world into ruins— 
a lifting hand or a crushing 
fist.” 
URGING “a balanced reduc­ 
tion of all arm am ents,” Baruch 
said: 
“That, in turn, requires a safe 
and foolproof system of inspec­ 
tion, control and punishment for 
infringem ent so each nation can 
be 
assured 
th at 
every 
other 
country 
is 
living 
up 
to 
the 
agreem ent.” 
The American atom control 
plan presented to the United N a­ 
tions by Baruch was rejected by 
the Russians at that time, m ain­ 
ly because of provisions for in­ 
ternational inspection of atomic 
resources.

20-Year Fight 
Gives Washington 
Vote in Primary

Yorker, 59-year-old John P. Mul­ 
len, has just won a 20-year fight. 
And like the good Irishm an he 
is, he’s spoiling for another. 
Largely because of Mullen’s ef­ 
forts, Congress passed a bill last 
week to give residents of the 
District of Columbia a vote in 
the selection of delegates to pres­ 
idential nominating conventions. 
“IT’S BEEN more than 20 
years, if you please,” said Mul­ 
len, “since I wrote the presiden­ 
tial prim ary bill first introduced 
by the late. Lord bless his soul, 
Sen. (Royal S.) Copeland.” 
(Copeland, a New York city 
Democrat, died in 1938 while 
still a senator.) 
Mullen, a native of Albany 
who still retains his distinctive 
Albany-Irish accent, swears “by 
all the saints above” th at he will 
not rest content until full suf­ 
frage 
is 
accorded citizens of 
Washington. 
“ ’Tis only 59 I am,” he told a 
visitor to his law office, “and I 
have many a good scrap left in 
„

me. 
Mullen, who candidly admits 
that politics and the law “are 
life’s blood for me,” said his pa­ 
ternal grandfather—a mason by 
trade—assisted “the dignitaries” 
in the laying of the cornerstone 
for the New York state capitol. 
MULLEN IS a graduate of 
Georgetown 
University. 
He 
made his first big plunge into 
politics when, in 1921, he became 
secretary to the late Rep. Peter 
Canesvoort Ten Eyck, Albany 
Democrat. 
Ten Eyck declined remonina- 
tion for another term but Mul­ 
len remained in W ashington after 
bring offered the job of secre­ 
tary to the then chief judge of 
the U. S. Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals. 
“I was overwhelmed by the 
offer,” Mullen recalls, 
and I 
couldn’t accept fast enough.”

Red Jets Almost Blow Plane 
Out of Sky, Pliot Declares 


Tokyo, Aug. IO (An—The pilot said Tuesday l l airmen released 
by Red China last week narrowly escaped being “blown clear out 
of the sky," when three Communist MIGs attacked their B29 Jan. 
12, 1953. 
It was the first time the pilot, Capt. Eugene J. Vaadi, Clayton, 
►N. Y., told the press hi* story of 
the tense 3 or 4-minute interval 
from the time the leaflet-drop­ 
ping B29 was attacked until the 
crew bailed out into Red captiv­ 
ity in the Korean War. 
THE NIGHT attack was in 
North Korea, 40 miles south of 
the Yalu river boundary of Red 
China, the crew says. 
“We were under attack before 
reaching the last of six leaflet 
targets, 
Vaadi 
related. 
“Be­ 
tween the last two targets they 
really locked on us with search­ 
lights. 
"Then two MIGs almost simul­ 
taneously came at us. The first 
from the left—so close I could 
almost see the pilot—the second 
from the right. 
“The first apparently knocked 
out our No. 2 (inside left)engine. 
The second knocked off a 
few 
inches off the right wing tip. 
“We tried to get out of the 
way of the MIGs. I still kept fly­ 
ing toward the sixth target. 
MI HAD my hands full flying 
the aircraft. 
"A third MIG passed between 
the first two and let loose two 
rockets. Our scanner saw them 
coming. 
“Luckily. I was slightly in a 
turn, trying to get out of the 
line of fire. If I hadn’t turned, 
they would have hit our midsec­ 
tion. 
“They w-ould have 
blown us 
clear out of the sky. 
“But they went right by. By 
now our No. 2 and No. 4 (outside 
right) engines were knocked out 
and feathered. And No. 3 (inside 
right) was burning. 
“I TRIED extinguishing 
the 
fire, but by then, the aircraft 
was pretty well battered up, and 
pulling very much left. 
“The engines 
began

off 
“I gave the order to bail out. 
We had stuck aboard for what 
seemed quite some time. bot ac­ 
tually within 3 or 4 minutes we 
were all out.

Eisenhower in Stride 


Gettysburg, Pa., Aug. IO UP*— 
One thing this proud but friend­ 
ly battlefield town means to do: 
It is doing its best to take in 
itridc 
its 
em inent 
part-tim e 
resident, Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
You’ll hear this determ ina­ 
tion stated by many of the 
tow n’s 7,200 people who have 
found themselves neighbors to 
the president. Mostly they put 
it some th lag like this: 
“W E’RE GLAD to have Ike 
living here—delighted, in fact. 
We’re proud he picked G ettys­ 
burg. out of the whole country* 
as the place to buy a farm. 
And, if you come right down to 
it, it looks as if he’s going to be 
good for the tourist business. 
“But don’t forget th at Gettys­ 
burg was on the map long be­ 
fore any of this happened. We 
had a battle here—rem em ber? 
And, much as we like him, Ike 
is not the first President to 
honor us with his presence.” 
And of course he isn’t, al­ 
though others haven’t spent as 
much time here. 
GETTYSBURG—and the coun­ 
try—will not forget the Novem­ 
ber day in 1863 w'hen the lean, 
melancholy figure of Abraham 
Lincoln descended from a train

“Four score and seven years

Their baseball day* are long since over, but the spirit of the 
Roaring Forties and Dr. Francis O ’Connor's Kernels still runs 
high.

Today Father Drew is engaged in heart warming strug­ 
gle for Christianity in an Oriental world which some day might 
become one of the international hotspots of the world. 
It is reassuring to learn that a local committee headed by 
Edclmuth has raised several hundred dollars to help Father 
Drey build a new chapel in the Formosa village where he 
preaches the gospel. And the Roaring Forties and Kernels have 
been generous contributors to the Father John Drew Fund. 
F ather Drew has been overwhelmed by the response from 
among his many friends in Kingston. In a letter to the committee, 
he w rote: 
‘‘I t’s a well known fact that Oriental politeness far exceeds 
th at of the W est where civilization seems to be further advanced. 
Over here when they express gratitude, they start off in the low 
ten thousands (reminds me of my last golf score). From this little 
tidbit of info you can get some idea of the thankfulness that is 
going out from this area to you and all the others who helped and 
a re helping to make this particular area a bit more cognizant of 
its spurce and its destiny. In that expression of gratitude I’m going 
all the way and not merely starting off. 
"Have a pretty good idea of how rough It is to run those 
affairs, especially when you have so many other demands. But 
you'd be surprised what we can do with the amount you de­ 
posited. Will he able to build a complete chapel in the country 
and have a centrally located place for the peoples from about 
IO villages to gather,” Father Drew said. 
The work of the F ather Drew’ Fund continues in Kingston and 
the local committee will be happy to hear from the many friends 
of the padre. The committee roster, besides Edelmuth and Dr. 
O'Connor, includes Larry’ Quilty, Bernard Feeney, William Dwyer, 
Francis Noonan, Leo Schupp, Raymond Schatzel, Joseph Huber, 
H arry Beck, J. Ellis Briggs, John McManus, Assistant DA, John 
J. Schick and yours truly. 
“It’s surprising the amount of good you can do when time 
is limited,” Father Drew concluded. "Spread those thanks 
around and tell all those fellows to keep smiling.”

President to’ Ask 
Changes in I^aw on 
Military Reserves 


Washington, Aug. 10 
(J P) — 
President Eisenhower say s he’ll 
ask Congress early nex t y ear 
to make major changes in the 
new military reserve program, 
which he signed into law y es­ 
terday . 
Eisenhower said the measure, 
product of three months of Con­ 
gressional 
wrangling, 
“ falls 
short” of his recommendation. 
However, he signed it a few 
hours before the deadline for 
presidential action because, he 
said, it will “ definitely strength­ 
en the reserve structure.” 
THE GOAL of the new pro­ 
gram is ex pansion of the 7 00,- 
000-man “ ready ” reserve to 2,- 
900,000 men. Eisenhower want­ 
ed this goal met by 196 0, say ing 
it was vital to his plan for re­ 
ducing the active armed forces. 
But changes made by Congress 
in effect postponed the full re­ 
serve buildup by two y ears. 
In a 6 00-word statement re­ 
leased by the White House after 
he signed the bill at his Getty s­ 
burg, Pa., farm, 
Eisenhower 
made known his plan to ask 
early amendment of the new 
law. 
HE SAID he is instructing 
Secretary of Defense Wilson to 
prepare, 
for 
presentation 
to 
Congress nex t y ear, “ amend­ 
ments necessary to correct the 
deficiencies in this legislation.” 
The 
President 
complained 
that the bill fails to grant au­ 
thority to draft men for the 
reserves “ if sufficient numbers 
to meet military requirements 
are not obtained voluntarily .”

How ever, he signed it a few 
hours before the deadline for 
presidential action because, he 
said, it will “definitely stren g th ­ 
en the reserve stru ctu re.” 
TH E GOAL of the new pro- 
gram is expansion of the 700.- 
000-m an “ready” reserve to 2,- 
900.000 men. Eisenhow er w an t­ 
ed this goal m et by I960, saying 
it was vital to his plan for re ­ 
ducing the active arm ed forces. 
But changes m ade by Congress 
in effect postponed the full re ­ 
serve buildup by tw o years.
